CHINA'S NEW MINING 
REGULATIONS. 


It will bo remomberotl that last Spring some 
extensive mining regrlations wore drawn up b 
the Board of Commerce with the object, fraukly 
confessed, of blocking the way of foreign 
cnterpriso secking to develop China's mineral 
resources, Tho spirit of these regulations was 
recognized in diplomatic circles as being diamct- 
rically opposed to the progressive anticipstions 
of the Commorcial Trosaty cxecut:d under tue 
sanguine diroction of Mr, now Sir James 
Mackay, and objection was made to: their 
promulgation, _ As not infrequently occurs 
however, the diplomatic protesta were not in 
time to prevent tho new regvlatio:s being very 
widely circulated, and tough officia! suppose! 
to be in aboyance thoy are from time to time 
referred to, aud the general principles inouleat- 
ad by thom, particularly. in regard, to forvign 
Participation in mining’ industries, havo ben 

and universally assim In tho 
desire to mako the rond of mining dovelopmeat 
thorny for foreign feet however, the Board of 
Commoree has-rather recklessly cripplud native 
industry as woll, and two protests hare been 
rocently wont up -to tho Bourd in rogard to the 
difloulty of working coal mines. under the 
existing voquirements. Tho first is from the 
Liout-Gonsral at Jeho! who points out that the 
psople in that region are far from wealthy and 
caunot possibly raise the aum of mney required 
to legitimiss mining operations undor the pre; 
sent regime, and he urgos that theo requi-o- 
monts by mortified to suit local conditions.

CHINESE OFFICI ALDOM. 


The following is a memorial submitted by 
Viceroy Chang Chih-tung requesting a tem- 
porary suspension of expectant officials. They 
are crowded in Hupeh at present. 

In recént yoare, owing to the reduced rate of 
the purchase of official ranks in Chihli, Shonsi, 
Shans: and other provinces, people of all classes 


*} have entered the official state, so muck so that 


even taotais and prefects have increased in 
number, Formerly, there were only ten -ex- 
pectant taotais and twenty expectant prafects, 
whilo at present there are’ forty-three taotais 
and fifty prefects in expectancy, for whom no 
positions are available in this province, Lately, 
the officials:are more extravagant, the houses in 
Wuchang have all been takon; both house rent 
and articles of daily uso are expensive, and 
more expenses are incurred by officials who hold 
taotai’s or prefect’s rank. If those people 
would attend to their origina! professions aud 
remuin what they are, or purchase lower ranks, 
they would be relieved from their present des- 
titutiou. 

‘The edict which was issued last spring, order- 
ing the,abolition” of nseless posts and officials 
affords less chance for the expectonts te 
make a living, The dutiful ones aro patient 
and leas ambitious ; but the enthusiasts who are 
busy in their ankiety for appointments are a 
disgrace to officialdom. When unemployed, 
they pian hurd to obtain positions, und 
when employed, inerease of pay is only 
thought “of, und they” aro “not ‘satisfed. until 
lucrative posts have fallen into their hands. 
Tho bad praetice cf oxtortion and the 
tyrannical harassing of the people is Put 
into execution 23 soon as thoy are placed 
in office, Should their desires not be grutitiod, 
they create rumours, vonfound right and wrong, 
and work against ratorm. ‘Pho evil way not so 
bad some ten yeura ago. ‘hb Throno is thore- 
fore requested to order the Board.of Civil 
Appointments not to send, any taotai or profact 
of: whatsoever. class for two years, sc us to give 
chances to those. already in stock and puta 
check to the infaioug customs. , ee
